Strike Ex trao rdinary . 


The police force of Dix on has had some 
talk about drilling and swearing in voluu 
teers since an early hour this morning in 
anticipation of a strike most ex traordi­ 
nary ; so a saloonatic informs us. 
It has 
been rumored for a couple of day s, and 
the reports appear to have some consider­ 
able foundation in fact, that the barkeep­ 
ers of Dix on are about to strike and ask 
—not for shorter hours, particularly , but 
for longer time between drinks. 
There 
was a meeting of the saloon keepers last 
night to take the matter into serious con­ 
sideration, and they did not adjourn un­ 
til an early hour; and no conclusion was 
arrived at, further than that# barkeepers 
must be kept in hand. 
Since writing the above we have inter­ 
viewed one of the leading saloon keepers 
on Galena street and he informs us that 
there is some probability of the trouble 
being compromised on an amical basis 
for a short time at least. 
The proprietors 
of the saloons have proposed to the bar­ 
keepers to simply trade places, That is: 
The barkeepers shall, under the new plan, 
become the proprietors and the saloon 
keepers will turn in as barkeepers. 
As 
the “ barkeepers” wear better clothes than 
the proprietors it is believed that this 
plan will work well until the latter be­ 
come dressed up and the former begin to 
appear a little seedy ; or as much so as 
proprietors do now. T h e 
T e l e g r a p h 
sent out, this morning, a reporter with a 
uli commission to interview the “ bar 
eepers” on the much mooted muss, but 
e has not reported up to the time of go­ 
ng to press. 
He has sent in a telephone 
essuge stating that “the parties were so 
ngaged that he could not get full” —and 
he instrument failed to work understand- 
ngiy . 
The proposed settlement 
o f this difli- 
ulty is a clear so lutio n o f much o f the 
abo r tro ubles o f the times. 
If the man- 
facturers, who hav e been running sho rt 
•r a y ear o r so , wo uld turn their sho ps 
v er to be run by the strikers, that wo uld 
nd the strikes; and the sho ps, fo r that 
atter; and there wo uld be no further 
o uble abo ut strikes.

F r i e n d S h a w . —Leaving Los Angeles 
Sunday we soon leave the beautiful val 
ley and once more get up into the moun­ 
tains, passing through nearly a dozen 
tunnels aud at one place, called the Loop, 
wc pass through a tunnel, then run around 
the side of the mountain and pass through 
the same mountain again lower down. 
At Mohava the A. T. & S. F. road comes 
on to the Southern Pacific and there pass­ 
engers arc put on our train, making six ­ 
teen cars and two engines. 
About day ­ 
light we come into the head of the San 
Joaq uin Valley , and to San Francisco it 
is down grade and a nice country . This 
valley is, I should judge, about fifty miles 
wide and well watered from the moun­ 
tains and crops of grain look well. 
At 
Oakland we are transferred by ferry boat 
! to this city . 
Resting over night we arc 
ready to see the sights and nex t morning 
take the cable cars at Market street 
(which, by the way , is about like Canal 
street in New Orleans, for the reason that 
the city is laid out something like a wagon 
wheel with streets for spokes and all the 
’ streets run into Market, same as in New 
! Orleans all street car lines run into Canal 
; street.) We go out to the Golden Gate 
Park, there change to a dummy car and 
go to the Cliff House, which is on the 
I ocean and at the entrance of ihe bay and 
is one of the most interesting places on 
this coast. There at y our left is the 
mighty Pacific, with its white capped 
breakers; on the beach in front are the 
rock covered with sea lions, some of them 
weighing a thousand pounds; and to y our 
right is the Golden Gate, or entrance to 
probably the best horbor in the world. 
Tins is a very busy city of about two hun­ 
dred and seventy five thousand inhabi­ 
tants and there are many very fine build­ 
ings. 
In fact it compares very favorably 
with Chicago in that respect; by t is more 
like Kansas City with its hills and level 
places. 
Wednesday we went over to 
Oakland, which is a very nice q uiet place 
and where many reside that do business 
in this city . Tuesday we go south to San 
Jose [San O’za.j 
When at Los Angeles 
I did think that was the best place in 
the world, but since seeing San Jose I 
have almost changed my mini, and give 
San Jose the preference, for the reason 
that the climate is better, never getting 
so hot, and hardly ever Laving frost and 
there is more variety in the fruits that 
! grow to perfection. 
At Los Angeles 
| oranges and lemons do splendid, but they 


j must be used in their natural condition; 
I are good for nothing to preserve, can, or 
dry ; while atSan Jose they can, also raise 
oranges, 
peaches, 
apricots, 
cherries, 
plums, prunes aud berries of all kinds do 
well; (one four y ear old cherry tree 
measured six teen inches in circumference. 
It was full of cherries) all of which can 
be canned or dried if there is not a good 
market for them fresh. 
The French 
prune is the favorite there at present 
Good orchards y ielding about ten tons of 
this fruit to the acre, which sells on the 
trees at forty dollars per ton. I counted 
six ty -four prunes on one small branch in 
about one foot in length; but lands are 
high; good orchards bringing from five 
hundred to one thousand dollars per acre, 
near town. 
Building lots are q uite rea­ 
sonable and prices of goods and produce 
of all kinds are as low or lower than in 
Dix on; therefore if any one wants to live 
in a place where the climate is alway s 
nearly the same, where roses bloom the 
y ear around, and can raise or buy at low 
prices almost any thing that will grow 
any where, I say come and see the Santa 
Clara Valley aud y ou will only be sorry 
y ou did not know of it loag ago. 
Having 
seen all of the most interesting places in 
this vicinity we start on the homeward 
trip this afternoon and will stop at Sacra­ 
mento, Ogden, Salt Lake, Denver and 
Lincoln on our way honfe, and if y ou 
wish will try and tell y ou about those 
place*.

Not on ly would it hurt the prod ucer 
of the west, but very seriously also tho con ­ 
sumer of the east. 
Brown con ten d ed that it would be

It would be simply impossible 
for the people of Illin ois, Iowa or an y other 
state of the west to get its prod uce to the 
markets of the east or Europe. 
Un d er it,

There is but ono remedy, and 
ba t is to remov e the conditions. If a build- 
ng is already erected, and these fire traps 
aiefully concealed, ic is a diitieult m atter 
;o got a t the source of dauger and see th at 
t is remov ed, but the difficulty is m uch less 
;han th a t of starting anew when fire has 
arried olf the household goods or destroyed 
;be “plant” of a well established industry. 
P u t while spontaneous combustion, being 
mpersunal and therefore w ithout the abil- 
ty for defease, has had a great m any sins 
aid to its door by Luilders whose v olubility 
» xoeodod their carefulness, this peculiar pro 
-ess of slow oxidation has still a heav y 
iccount against it in tbe list of Arc losses, 
in ono instance, 
recalled by tho same 
writer, a dwelling house caught fire by the 
spontaneous ignition of saw dust placed lie- 
;ween kitchen floors as a sound deadoner. 
The saw dust alone was safe enough, but 
.v lien it became saturated w ith oil from the 
polishing of the floor abov e, new conditions 
prev ailed. 
The saw dust heate I rapidly 
rom the absorption of oxygen by the oil. 
The temporatur© speedily arose to such a 
x>int th at ignition occurred, and flame 
ju rst through into tho room. 
KEEP THIS EXPERIENCE IN MIND. 
For m any ye irs tho conditions fav orable 
io sjKint m« *ous combustion were so im per­ 
fectly known th at no precautions were 
iaken to av oid them. 
Now, howev er, they 
aav c been so well illustrated, together with 
:ho largo j os-nbiliti *s of defectiv eness in 
¡lip's and chimneys, by a v ery complete list 
Df catastrophes, th a t an intelligent builder— 
by which we mean not only the m an who 
juilds a house, but the m an who has it 
built as well—m ust keep this experience in 
mind, and seo th at none of these fatal iou - 
iitions is repeated in his own stru ture. 
W ith tw enty-sev en recognized causes of 
ilre, and any num ber besides, not classified, 
there are not a few otherw ise careful por­ 
ous who despair of tho v alue of precau­ 
tions*, and tru st tho whole m atter to fate au i 
a heav y insurance. 
Tho wisdom of pro­ 
v iding funds necessary for rebuilding is 
ertainly commendable; but asido from any 
economic reasons why v aluables should not 
tie perm itted to he thus q uietly consumed, 
those who hav e gone through tho ordeal of a 
tire, a t either homo or place of business, 
know th a t there are m any things for the 
loss of which insurance is but a poor com­ 
pensation.—Scientific Am erican. 


Cost of Itriag iiig O ut a Play. 
It costs ono certain actress more than 
IM,0b0 to try a new play. 
This am ount 
would be her share of the cost of producing 
i play—th at is, putting it on the stage—and 
shi» would, besides, tie to the expense of pay­ 
ing tho author of th e play an adv ance for 
his work. 
The am ount usually paid to a 
dram atic author when his play is accepted 
for production is about $1,000, and the price 
generally asked for a piece is about $5,000, 
which includes the $1,000 adv ance, anti 
which m ay be paid in royalties or in any 
m anner agreed upon. 
Bho has six or sev en new spaper men w rit­ 
ing plays for her now, each of whom luis 
had an adv ance of $500 or $000, and some 
of whom hav e been a t work three or four 
years. 
She is going to try eight or ten new 
pieces, one uftor the other, next year, and 
let tho public determ ine which suits her 
best. 
This is the only w ay to arriv e satis­ 
factorily a t a i-olution of this play-w riting- 
to-order 
difficulty.

Cork m ay be put to m any uses, but ono 
of the m od ingenious is to check the recoil 
of guns aft.T the discharge. 
An eminent 
firm of English engineers is m aking exjieri- 
ments with a view to bringing the theory to 
practical issua 
The carriage is in the form 
of two pistons connected with the gun by 
two rods. 
The pistons are filled with cork 
and water, and the recoil of the gun forces 
the rods back and so compresses the cork, 
the water assisting to check the recoiL 
The 
great expanding properties of tbe cork in 
turn force the gun forward, and so bring it 
again into the loading position.—Boston

IN ST A N C E S OF R E ST IT U T IO N BY P EN ­ 
IT E N T G O V ER N M EN T RO BBERS. 
M’ni M i Bin Eiig ! 


A Fund W hich Has Been Steadily In- 
crcfiidng for Sixty Years, U ntil It 
Now 
Am ounts to 
Nearly a Quarter of *» 
M illion Dollars. 


In the v aults of the United State« treasury 
a t W ashington there is the sum of $22« » ,- 
7 40.20 which is entered upon the books of ttu 
treasurer as “Miscellaneous receipts from 
persons unk now n,” and which sums consti 
tut©s w hat is known as tho “Conscience 
Fund,” as it is supposed to come from peo­ 
ple who hav e a t some tim e defrauded th * 
gov ernm ent and who wish to m ak e restitu­ 
tion by refunding the am ounts of their 
peculations. 
“This conscience fund,” said a treasury 
official, “ has been steadily increasing for 
sixty years, until now it' reaches the enor­ 
mous sum of nearly 
$250,00(1 
The fir» t 
money of tbe kind receiv ed a t the treasury 
was $3$0, 
receiv ed in 
1827 , from an u n ­ 
known person w ho explained in his letter 
th a t ho was refunding for some customs 
th at ho had once defrauded the gov ernm ent 
of. 
Since th at tim e rem ittances of ail 
am ounts 
ra rg in g 
from 
8 
cents 
to 
$2,500 hav e been coming in. 
They come 
fr< m all ov er the country, and ev en from 
foreign lands. 
A letter was receiv ed not 
long ago from a fellow out in the Sandwich 
islands enclosing $’■» 7.50, which, he exj lained. 
was tho proceeds of the sale of some old 
brass he had stolen from an A m erican man- 
of-w ar siv eral years prev ious a t tin Marc 
B land nav y yard. 
The recollection of his 
crim e worrital him until he had to refund 
to ease his conscience. 
“A great deal of this money is receiv ed 
from j riests and ministers, who w rite th a t 
some sinner in their parish req uested them 
to send it in. 
During the small-pox epi- 
lemic in C anada a Catholic prio.t in (,u*- 
bec sent us a d ra ft for $» 0 w Licit a dying 
C anadian had giv en him, confessing to h a .c 
stolen th a t am ount from tho U nited S tat-s 
gov ernm ent, but not giv ing the iletaila 
F req uently nothing act ompanies the rem .t 
tance to indicate w hat i: i* for, but gener­ 
ally a line or tw o of explanation i* giv en. 
CASE OF TRUE UONHt I ¿ INI L >I SNE8S. 
Not long since we receiv ed a letter en 
closing an old and creased $10 bill with a 
note as follows; 
“(D udl e y , Georgy, Febuery 4. 
‘ “M ister treasury pitas tak e this ten doiers 
it is all I have got And 1 hav e had it a long 
tim e t u t i dont w ant it no more for m y o:« i 
m an said as how he had stole a mule from 
the yauk ees just after the surrender and as 
how he reck in it m ite te stealing for the 
w ar was done ov er with and ho did not 
hav e any rite to take nothin from the 
ankees no m ore and so I dont w ant n > 
stealin in m y fam ily and I reck in the mule 
w arnt w uth m ore than ten dolers for it w-ar 
pav iued old e n te r anyw ay and I uint 
got no more m oney your uinble serv int 
“ ‘A nn G uay H iggs .

letter postm arked a t K ansas C ity, was re ­ 
ceiv ed enclosing ten $5 bills, 
w ith a note 
saying, “This money belongs to the gov ern­ 
m ent.’ 
A fellow out in Missouri sent in $21, 
with tbe explanation lh at he had broken 
into a { ostoflice in New 
York state some 
years prev ious and stole i th a t am ount, but 
hav ing since joined the .Methodist church 
he leit th at he could not be forgiv en for his 
sin until he refunded the money. 
•Two letters were receiv ed from men who 
said they had teen q uarterm asters in the 
U nited States arm y during tbe w ar and bad 
defrauded the gov ernm ent 
Ono of them 
rem itted tho am ount of hii peculation, w ith 
interest a t f> ¡>er cen t for tw enty years. 
A book-keeper in some wholesale house in 
New Y ork w rote th a t in m ak ing out a bii 
for some supplies furnished the gov ernm ent 
he had by m istak e ov ercharged $L0, and 
not wishing to acknowledge his error for 
fear of bemg discharged, he w anted to pay 
back the money.

They were all cut 
in two, with a small piece cu t from the 
center, and tho word ‘cancelled’ w ritten 
across the face.

Smith, was out ducking one day, and, a s - 
v ero storm coming up, he sought refuge in 
the old fisherman's h u t 
He found tho cdd 
m an v ery sick—in fact, dying. Sm ith stayed 
w ith him all th at night, and about daylight 
the old man died, hav ing m ade Sm ith sw iar 
th at he would send $500 in bills, which he 
would find kecreted behind a board in the 
wall, to tbe U nited States treasury.
